~The Yaqui Indians are making their last 
stand against civilization, for, as a result

News from the Lower Yaqui River coun- 
try today is that roving bands of Indians are 
killing both Mexicans and Americans, and 
that a number of Americans in the ou 
districts have already been slaughtered. 

Fears are expressed for the safety of the 
large number of American prospectors who 
have been pouring into the Sierra Madre 
Mountains during the last year. Many of 
these do not even know that hostilities have 
broken out, and will fall an easy prey to the 
Indians. ; 

The Yaquis held the rich Valleys of the 
Yaquis and Mayos Rivers against the Span- 
iards and Mexicans for three centuries. Up 
to about fifteen years ago they had easily 
repulsed or destroyed all the military ex- 
peditions sent against them. At that time 
the tribe became disrupted by internal dis- 
sensions and killed the chief, who ruled 
them with a rod of fron. Thus weakened 
they partially succumbed to the soldiery, 
which gradually made headway against 


them. 

ae Warfare for Many Tears. 

There was almost constant warfare in the 
‘Yaquis Valleys for thirteen years after- 
wards, and although the Indians occasional- 
ly annihilated a band of soldiery their re- 
sistance became more and more feeble, 

Throughout the trouble some of the In- 
dians were peaceably inclined and these 
have been sought after as laborers for the 
Sonora haciendas and mines. They are re- 
markably industrious and generally hon- 
est, are gigantic in stature, and of tre- 
mendous strength and endurance. — 

Two years ago Tetabiate Villa, Jolo Tlum- 
ablanca, and other chiefs assembled and 
signed a treaty of peace with the Mexican 
government opening the Yaquis and Mayo 
country to settlement. Many mining en- 
terprises were owned up in the mountains 
and large haciendas were established. 
Some weeks ago people who know the In- 
dians suspected that they were about to 
begin a general movement, as women were 
seen making large quantities of penole, a 
mixture of ground parched corn, cinnamon, 
and sugar. It is a nutritious compound

Clericals (or.Catholics) on the one side and 


the most advanced Radicals (or Socialists) 
on the other. 

The system worked so badly that all parties 
have agreed that it must be changed. But 
there is a radical difference of opinion as to: 
the law to be substituted. 

The last election, in 1898, gave Belgium a 
Parliament in which the Catholics held 112 
seats, the Socialists 28, the Liberals 6, and 
the Radicals 8. 

Premier Van den Peereboom, at the open- 
ing of the present session, laid before Parlia- 
ment an electoral reform system, embracing 
fifteen separate bills. It was a reform meas-

She is the 
one who is suspicious, distrustful, quick to 
take offense, and the first to break the con- 
tract. 

According to Professor Smith the dis- 
turbing element in domestie service is the 
liking ot human nature to command its in- 
feriors. Women especially do not want 
‘intelligent equals to serve them: they want 
an inferior, a subordinate—a servant, not an 
employé.” If that is what women want 
they do not get it as a rule in. Chicago.

“will get wives who will take good care of | 
their own kitchens. Hut this social stig- 
ma is compensated for by wages which 


are abnormally high... The woman who is 
0 at service can save, money.” After a 
few years she can retire and marry that 
“ petty tradesman " whom Professor Smith 
says she cannot aspire to. 

The professor's scheme for doing away 
with the “social stigma” is “ respectful 
recognition of the maid’s individuality and 
aspirations.“ One mode of recognition is 
to call her “Mrs.” or Miss.“ It is not 
certain that this is one of the aspirations of 
the Chicago maids. Were all they need 
do to have it gratified is ke the de- 
mand. Housewives are ready to say “ Miss 
Maloney” or 
Bridget or “ Alma,” if they can get fair 
work for fair pay. Mistresses are advised 
to dissipate “the atmosphere of conde- 
which it is assnmed envelopes 
them when speaking to the “slave of the 
kitchen.” Misttesses may condescend in 
California. Here it is too often the maid 
who assumes the condescending and the 
patronizing air. The manners of the parlor 
are better than those of the kitchen. |

good, by granting unreasonable demands, 
by paying higher wages than the employé 
earns, is to commit a social sin.”

It did not indicate any purpose 
to use the power and authority which the 
law gives him for the stopping of mob vi- 
olenee, Now he says that the crimes which 
induce lynching and the lynching itself 
must stop. He has at last arrived at the 
conclusion that nch law does not sup- 
press arson, nor murder, nor robbery, nor 
rape,“ and that this requires the strong 
power of the statute law, sustained by a 
healthy, vigorous public sentiment. 
So far as the law is concerned, the

A recent vindication of the law in Bal- 
timore is an object lesson for the people 
of Georgia. In April last four negroes as- 
\saulted a young colored girl and a fifth 
murdered his reputed wife. They were all 
arrested, had a prompt and fair trial, were 
convicted, and a few days ago four of them 
were hanged, the sentence of the fifth hav- 
‘Ing been commuted by the Governor for 
‘sufficient reason. Within three months 
‘from the commission of their crime the four 
men were hanged. The law was com- 
plied with in every respect, the men were 


executed without violence or barbarity, and 


the crime was punished with the extreme 
penalty. This shows that the law can be 
enforced where the authorities are ready 
to do their duty, and the fact that they 
performed their duty shows that they 
have the support of public senti- 
ment, and that the people of Mary- 
land believe in public authority and not 
in private vengeance. The crime which 
“these wretches committed aroused the pas- 
slonate indignation of the community, but 
it restrained its passion and permitted the 
‘law to take its course. The result can- 
not but be excellent. Had the people seized 
the prisoners and executed them it could 
only have inflamed counter passions and 
led to the repetition of the crime, for Gov- 
ernor Candler himself acknowledges -that 
lynch law does not stop crime. He could

It now remains to be seen whether. public 


enough to support the Governor and the 
courts. “We must away with the mob,” 
says the Governor. We must retnthrone 
the law. We must restore the altar of 
reason and tear down the altar that pas- 
sion has raised.”
